And  so  wo  frequently  wonder  at 
the  behavior  of  tho  dead.  The 
soul  alive  uses  its  powers;  the  dead 
soul  does  not.  It  hides  its  talent 
in  the  earth  and  then  charges  God 
with  folly."  I know  thee  that  thou 
art  an  bard  man.”  The  living  soul 
hears  the  voice  of  him  who  giveth 
life;  the  one  dead  does  not.  Its

It  may',  in  lad,  be  as 
nuincd  that  the  incrcaso  ol  the 
blacks  was  equal  tb.  if  not  greater 
than,  that  of  tlo  native  .whites. 

“Statistics  show  that  for  every 
1,000  child-bai  ring  women  in  the 
country,  them-  arc  sixteen  more 
children  born  among  tho  blacks 
than  among  tho  whites,  tho  exact 
figures  being  120.73  to  104.20. 
This  difference  however,  is  offset 
by  the  greater  mortality  among 
the  blacks.  B tt,  with  the  advance 
of  knowledge  end  a moro  frequent 
resort  to  proper  medical  treatment, 
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session  ; we  are  planning  for  it  and 
working  for  »t,  and  wo  have  inary 
encomugemeuts. 

. I Come  onco  more  to  ask  tbe 
Baptists  of  tho  * Stule  and  tbe 
friends  of  the  College  everywhere 
to  help  themscl,ves  and  their  own 
cause  by  helping  the  .College.

Last  year  V raised  nearly  8,600 
dollars  and  in  uddition  each  mem- 
ber of  tho  faculty  contributed  one- 
uinlh  of  his  salary,  which  amount- 
ed to  960  dollars  more.  This 
year  our  Trustees  arejdue  out  aged 
ami  beloVcd  Dr.  Webb  600  dollars 
of  the  debt  which  tho  College  owes 
him.  The  income  of  the  College 
will  probably  be  600  dollars  more 
than  it  was  last  year,  and  so  we 
really  ought  to  have  ju*t«about 
what  was  contributed  last  year. 
My  salary  is  arranged  ; so,  I do 
not  plead  for  myself,  but  for  the 
noble  men  who  work  with  mo,and 
for  the'  College  that  is  so  worthy 
of  the  love  and  support  of  every 
the  Stale.
